King Viutiw. EifAavKL at Naplks.— Tba New 
York JounuU of Commerce aaye: * l Our renders 
have Iwn j;roatIy interested with tho accounts o 
Victor Emanuel 'a arrival at Naplel iiT.il tho>ecep- 
tlon ho receWed at the banal of the people of that 
great hut tickle * ity. The monarch was a longtime 
in Ko'.tin^uW" from tho Papal State*. He had 
vorv pruperiy reiiolveAl to delay his ( nt rafice into the 
KJngdvin of Xiples, oim! especially its capital, as 
long a* he coul I. There was wise policy iu this- 
It tfare him moro time f->r ifwUnfl himself ac- 
.juftiuteil with tho fceUn^ tho wants, and the 
wishes of tbo subjects of the Pope, who have do 
sired to place ihenvclye* under hi3 st-cptrp. Still 
more, It allowe I time fur the •xpnWoa of Fjtmck 
II from his last refagn at tin eta. or if not exactly 
bis expukmn, at lea-t his near reduction to thi.- 
threat extrenuiy. The city of Capua having been 
takou, and tho troops of the King of Naples li iv 
ing been drheit to tho immediate vicinity of 
(sacta, and preparations being in pNNN of coin 
pletiun for a liual attack Upon them there, Victor 
Kmanuel deemed the ni uneiit tn have arrived 
when he ought to enter into and take posses.-* ion 
of the capital of Southern Italy, thi the way he 
met Garibaldi. The interview was most simple, 
mutual, and touching. Both were evidently greut- 
Iv mo red. 'Ib-; spectacle mast have been a mos; 
interesting ono to all who beheld il. 

The King and the Dictator rode into Naples side 
bv side — Koyally and Valor, Kar.k and Merit. 
Thev went straight to the Palace, and there the 
King received the Plebii>cito, or people's verdict, 
tho result of Ihe popular election, namely — one 
million three hundred thousand sulfragea in favor 
of his taking the throne of Ihe Kingdom of Na- 
ples (with its nine millions of inhabitant.-), to ten 
thousand votes against it. Hut the most inter- 
esting scene iu this interesting act waa tho sur- 
render on the psrt of the Dictator and bis Minis- 
ter*, of tho power which the poeple— the true 
riurce of power inhuman government, so far a? 
man is concerned, hasl entrusted to them, into the 
hinds of Victor Kutavuel, who henceforth the 
JCmn of Italy! There docs not seem '« have been 
any pageant in (he transaction; it was simple, as 
its majestic grandeur demanded. 

The Kiug seems to have been received with 
heartfelt joy by tho people w herever be went. 
All ware delighted to see their new Sovereign, 
who certainly went lo wotk like a mi n of bus i- 
neas. No lime has been lo»t in making the nc- 
Caaaaiy arrangemeats for establibbing effective 
government throughout all Lower Iuly. It was 
high time that nomvlhing should be dune. There 
had been for ra nths little more thun a nominal 
Government, and it is a matter of the purest as- 
toiiithmeut how the people of Continoutul Nnpleft, 
from the Auibruzzi iu tbo nor. beast I o Calabria 
in tbo southwest, but semi civilized at best, 
should do as well as they bare done during this 
long |.eriod. It speaks better for their patrh Gem 
than su\ thiui; we hare beard of them f t a iong 
time. 

Without delay, the king appointed his minister 
9ig. Fariui, to bo Viceroy, or rather Governor- 
General of^he continental part of the old kingdom 
of Naples— oow pissed into the domain of history, 
wiih iis six and a half millions of people. It Is a 
gevd appointment. The post denrin.ds wi>dom, 
experience, and tirmness. Sig. Furini has lost no 
time In announcing to the people of bis great 
Province, what be is goiug to do. leaving to 
the Parliiinjat of the United Kin.-dom of Italy 
the hiilniaM i f Daaklog laws for all the subjects of 
Victor EmaLu?!— laws tLat will mniutain a strong 
geoeral gorernmcat orer all, and yet allow suf- 
ticout bcope for carrying on local government by 
tbo people themselves which is in fact the cardi- 
nal distinction of all good constitutional govern- 
ment, he in'oMu. Li* new fullow-suhjocls, that he 
will give bis uuwearied attention to great public 
weeks, te opeu rommuuiculkwH, (a work greatly 
oeeded most certaiulv ), to encour.ge agriculture 
r.c iofflattj, to reform popular instmctiun, and 
to organize public beneticeuce, ''which," he says, 
"is not worthy of ths uame unless it imparts to 
the poor together vita their bread, al?o their 
moral education and the feeling of human 
dignity." Thejc are noble objects, ar;d prompted 
by noble motives. II iy bo be enabled to accom- 
plish those hi-b purpurea la a wiso and effective 
manner.' 

It is not to he supposed that Slgnor Farini can 
carry out all his plans for establishing a good 
gorernn.eit In Naples without a constant display 
ot great \ig>f. Of this he i> fully aware, as is 
the King. At once, regular troops were intro- 
duced i,;to the stroug places, as well as the bar- 
racks, ia and about the city. The order to do 
inolish tbo fui'lllicatious of St. F'lmo, which com- 
mand the eity from the North, has been counter- 
uunded. Tho Lazzaroui that were deposed to 
make trouble in the streets, h.:ve been made to 
know lhat ihey are uow under u stroug govern- 
ment of law, although it >>e that uf a constitutional 
monarch. And ovcry effort is innkitig to establish 
onler and the proper administration of justice 
Ibri-ugbout ail the iutcred. This is great but 
noble woik. Iu the meanwhile Ihe siege of Gaeta 
m presteil fcrwaid; at.d it cannot Lo long antil 
" l'he IViurbou, " us ba is called, will he c>)mpelled 
to guit the chores of a kingdom which be, and Us 
father befure him, governed so cruelly. 

Victor Emanuel, at the latest dates, was pre- 
paring to set out for Sicily, lo eei bis new sub- 
jects there, and to adopt the necessary measures 
for the establishment of a good government there. 
He will give tha office of Governor to some able 
and experienced man — a Pied in -int ere, it is to l>e 
Drcetimrd, for the ftatftnen of i hat part of the 
new kingdom have considerable knowledge of the 
nature and woiking of ODMtitOttDMl p>vern- 
inent. It will bo a happy day for Southern Italy 
worn its inhabitants shall enjoy and appreciate a 
regt.lar and wife administration of Ihe goveni- 
tuent snd laws, as do the people of the Due ies. 
the K* lua^rrja and Lombstwjr, and a ove all, cf 
Pitd.-nont. May it scon bo the case with them, 
and with the inhabitant* of the parts of the Pa- 
pal States who have come under the sw.iy of 
Vtcbtr Emanuel. In this way the delightful issoe 
will be reached: "A United Italy of 53,000,000 of 
sool«, under a wise, liberal, and free government.'"

«3"Ameuamcot8 to the Constitution of the 
United States may be proposed by two-thirds 
pf both houses of Congress nnd become valid 
when ratified by the Legislatures of or con- 
ventions in thrco fourths of the State?; or od 
the application of the Legislatures of two 
thirds of the States, Congress shall call a 
convention of all the States to consider amend- 
ments, the. proceedings of which, to acquire, 
validity, must also have the concurrence of 
three fourths of tho States. These arc the 
terms of the fifth article of the Constitution, 
which contained a provisional restriction that 
tho African slave trade should not be prohib- 
ited, nor a capitation or other direct tax b<; 
laid, unless in proportion to the census or enu- 
meration which included thrco fifths of the 
slave population, prior to the year 1808. The 
article also contains a positive prohibition of 
anv right to deprive a Suite of its ctiual suff- 
rage in the Senate without its own consent. 
Tho spirit of conciliation and the far-seeing 
statesmanship which guided the framcrs of the 
Constitution in their work, arc well worthy of 
consideration at the present lime, and that our 
readers may see their animating impulses, we 
avail ourselves of Towlcs* Analysis ot the de- 
bates aud act^ of the convention, which draws 
largely from the Madison papers and the diary 
of Judge Linsing, of New York. Seven 
years before the meeting of the Constitutional 
Convention, that is in 1 777, tho articles of 
confederation and Perpetual I 'nion between the 
original thirteen had declared: 

And the articles of this confederation shall be 
inviolably observed by every State, and the 
Union shall be perpetual; nor hhall any alteration 
at anv time hereafter be made in any of them, 
unless such alteration be agreed to in a Congress 
Of the United State*, and bu uftorwariU confirmed 
by the LogUUturs of overy Stato. 

One of tho resolutions of the plan submit 
ted to the Constitutional Convention by E l 
ward Randolph of Virginia, asserted **that 
provision ought to be made for tho amendment 
of the articles of union whenever it shall be 
necessary, and that the absent of the National 
Legislature ought not to l>c required thereto 
ilerc was a niarkcl acknowledgment of the 
sovereignty of the people and of the States in- 
dependent of tho Congress. Charles Pinck 
ncy of South Carolina, in his plan came 
nearer the present dmSs when lie proposed, *'If 
two-thirds of the Lcgislaiurc of the States up. 
ply for the same, the Legislature of the United 
States shall call a convention for the purpose 
of amending tho Constitution, and should 
Congress, with the consent of two-thirds of 
eac h House, proteose to the States amendments 
to the same, the agreement of two-thirds of the 
Legislatures of the States shall be sufficient to 
make the said amendments parts of the Consti- 
tution." On these propositions, the Commit 
tec of the Whole reported "that provision 
onght to l»c made for the amendment of the 
articles, '' which was agreed to and referred to 
the Committee on Detail, who gave it the fol 
lowing form: "On the application of the Leg 
islalures of two-thirds of the States in 
the Union, for an amendment of this 
Consul utiou , tho Legislature of the 
United States shall call a convention for that 
purpose." lloger Sherman of Connecticut pro 
i trued to amen* this report by adding: "or the 
Legislature may propose amendments to the 
several States lor their approbation, but no 
amendments shall bo bindiug uutil consented 
to by the several States." Upon motion of 
James Wilson of Peon., this was amended so 
as to make it competent for three-fourths of 
the States to mnkc amendments, and James 
Madison then offered a substitute for the whoh 
which embraced the substance of the fifth ar 
tide as it now stands in our Constitution. 
John Uutledge, of South Carolina, said he 
"never would agree to give a power by which 
the articles relating to slaves might be altered 
by the States not interested in that property, 
nnd prejudiced against it." To obviate this 
objection, the proviso relative to the 6lavc 
trade and the capitation or direct tax was 
passed and the Madison substitute adopted in 
the form it now stands. 

Roger Sherman proposed an additional pro- 
viso, "that no State shall be affected in its in- 
ternal itolicc or deprived of its equality in the 
Senate;" this was lost, Mr. Madison opposing 
it, but on tho manifestation of very decided 
dissatisfaction on the part of Connecticut, New 
Jersey, and Delaware, so much of Mr. Sher- 
man's motion as related to equal suffrage in 
ihe Senate was renewed, and parsed without a 
division. Edward Randolph offered a propo- 
sition, "that amendments to thcplr.u might be 
offered by the State Conventions, which should 
he submitted to and finally decided on by an- 
other Genera) Convention." Although Mr. 
JUndolph enforced this and remarked that if it 
were not adopted, it would be jmpossib!o for 
him to sign the instrument, still all tin States 
voted in tho negative. 

Wo have given this history of the mode 
adopted to amend the Constitution for the pur- 
pose of showing how careful the people have 
been in its sul>scquent exercise. When the 
conventions or legislatures of the States met to 
ratify the Constitution a number of them ex- 
pressed a desire for the addition of further de- 
claratory and restrictive clauses to trrevent 
misconstruction or abuse of jower. In re- 
sponse to thi«, when Congress convened at Us 
first session in 1781), it proposed ten additional 
articles which aro in the nature of a Bill of 
Rights, for ihey arc exclusively limitations of 
tho power of the General Government and 
were intended to prevent interference with the 
rights of the States or of their citizens. They 
guarantee freedom of spj ooll and religion, the 
• liberty of the press, the right of petition and 
Of bearing arms, the inviolability of a man s 
bouse, person, papers, and effects, trial by jurv 
in criminal cases speedily and publicly, immu- 
nity from excessive bailor unusual punishments, 
nnd jury trial in civil eases where tho value in 
controversy shall exceed twenty dollars. Another 
amendment declared that the enumeration of 
certain rights shall not be con-trued to deny or 
disparage others retained by the people; this 
was adopted to prevent tho application of max- 
ims such as that "the expression of cne thing is 
the exclusion of another," or of Bacon 'sremark, 
that "enumeration weakens the fore? of a law in 
cases not enumerated." The tt nth amendment to 
the effect that the United States shall assume 
no powers beyond those expressly granted, and 
reserving such powers to the States or the peo- 
ple was the last of the series originally pro 
posed. In ITM the amendment relative to 
the jurisdiction of the judiciary, and in 1803 
that altering the mode of electing President 
and Vice-President were adopted, and thus for 
nearly sixty years the Constitution has been 
preserved iutacr, and in no instance have ihe 
judicial decisions which construed it failed to 
have the full aud supreme eff ect which it was 
intended they should have. It is a eonititu 
tion to be proud of and worthy the devotion of 
a free and eulightencd people. Let it still re 
main as our fathers left it; let us still trust to 
its checks, its guards, and its guarantees, and 
as we cannot write our thoughts without think- 
ing of the glorious peroration of Daniel Web- 
ster's speech on the 7th of March, 1660, on 
the compromise resolutions, wc therefore can- 
not refrain from copying it, and trusting that 
its wise inculcations may fall upon every Amer- 
ican heart:

did matters woald certainly never have come to 
this lamentable condition. 
* Thus writ*/ a Correspondent of tho New 
toTk^imcs frppi Columbia, S. C7, and it cer- 
tainly *would be a WpY event, If the free 
States could understand the extreme South. 
But we of the Itorder slave States, whose sym- 
pathies are with the South, cannot yet make up 
our minds what South Carolina wants, nnd, 
ndecd, the more wc try to find ont, th^iorc 
we arc mystified. Thus another eorrcspondi tit 
of the Times, writing from the same point, 
says: 

The Southern people desire no alteration what- 
ever in the Constitution; they are perfectly satis- 
fied with that sacred instrument as it has been 
handed down to us; but as far as South Carolina 
a concerned, her people are determined that it 
shall have the interpretation given it by the Su- 
preme Court of tho United States. This State 
disdains making anv captions opposition to Mr. 
Lincoln; she cares not nne jot what are his opi- 
nions on the "Peculiar Institution," <>r on anv 
other subject; but she i« resolved not to remain in 
the Union under the rulo of a sectional President. 
Now, as no Convention can possibly prevent the 
President "l^ct from assuming the reins of t!rv- 
ernmcnt on the 4th of March next, it requires no 
prophet to see at once the precise position of 
Sout . Carolina, 

Here South Carolina is satisfied and dissat- 
isfied, loyal and disloyal, pleased and captious, 
determined to enforce the supremacy of the 
laws and opposed to a President elect assuming 
the reins of government, not earing one jot 
what Lincoln's opinions are, nnd vet resolved 
not to remain in the Union under his rule. 
From all this chaff of rhodomontadc, we cannot 
glean a grain of knowlcd<re as to the true po- 
sition of that State. How then can those who 
do not understand her institutions comprehend 
h .r wishes or her designs? 

agp Washington correspondents intimate that 
Senator Mason, of Virginia, is furious for se- 
cession. Wc do not know whether he shares 
the reputed lunacy of Wise, but wc do know 
that in a recent speech, referring to the con- 
tingency of Lincoln's election, he declared 
that "he should take his seat as a Senator to 
support and defend the Constitution and the 
rights and integrity of the State, and when 
they could no longer bo maintained he should 
render back to her the high trust reposed in 
him by Virginia, trusting to her wisdom and 
patriotism in that exigency to do the best 



And now, Mr. President, instead of speaking 
of the possibility or utility of secession, instead 
of dwelliug in those caverns of darkness, instead 
of groping with those ideas so full of all that is 
horrid and horrible, let us come out into the 
light of day; let us enjoy the fre>h air or Libert v 
and Union; let us cherish those hopes which be- 
long to us; let us devote ourselves to those great 
objects that are lit for our consideration and our 
action; let m raise our conceptions to the magni- 
tude and the importance ofihoduties thatdevolve 
upon us; let our comprehension he as broad as the 
country for which we act, our aspirations as 
high as its certain destiny; is)i us not be pigmies 
iu a case that calls for men. Never did there 
devolve on anv generation of men higher trusts 
than now devolve upon us, for the preservation 
ef this Constilutiou aud the harmony and peace 
of all who are destined to live under it. Let u« 
make our generation one of the strongest and 
and brightest links in that jjolden chain which is 
destined, I fondly believe, to grapple the people 
of all the States to this Coii3tituti»n for ages to 
coino. Wo have a great, popuUr, constitutional 
government, guarded by law and bv judicature, 
and defended by the aflttCtjo—j of the whole 1*30- 
ple. No monarchical throne presses theso States 
together, no iron chain of military power encir- 
rles them; they live and stand under a govern- 
ment popular in its form, representative in its 
character, founded upon principles of eqaali'y 
and so constructed, wohope.es to last lorever 
In all its history it has been l.euericent; it has 
trodden down no man's liberty: it has crushed no 
State. Its daily respiration is liberty and patri- 
otism; its yet vou'.hful veins are full of enterprise 
courage, and honorable love of glorv and renown! 
Lirg»? l>efore. the country has nbw. by recent 
events, become vastly larger. Tbis republic now 
extends, with a vast breadth, across tbc wtude 
continent. '1 he two great seas of the world wash 
the ono and the other t-hure. We realize on a 
mighty scale, the beautiful description of the or- 
namental border of tho buckler of Achilles:

Tho 
measure mu*t fall still born upon thai body. 

Synopsis ok thk Report ok tub Skcrkta- 
nx ok thk Ixtkiiior.— We hare before us the 
Report of the Secretary of Ihe Inferior, to whom 
was committed tho supervision of those branches 
of public service which pertain to the internal 
politv of the government by the act of Congress 
March .1, 1810. The period of time which has 
since elapsed has been signalled by extraordina- 
ry enterprise among our people, in '.he develop- 
ment of the internal resources of the country; 
and this department, in tho extent, variety, and 
dignity of its function*, and tho number and ju- 
risdiction of its officers, has necessarily experi- 
enced a corresponding progress, and become ono 
of the* largest of tho executive departments. Its 
operations involve the interests of many citizens 
in all the States and Tcnitoiies, and devulve 
great latior upon its chief officer. 

We learn from tho report, that, durin-;. Ihe 
fiscal year ending June ftO, 1860, and tho quarter 
ending the 30th of September last, lfi,;»5,361 
acres of public lands have been proclaimed for 
sale. During the same peri- -1, •J.'WO, !71 acrrs 
have becu surveyed and prepared for nmket, ar.d 
12,060,053.72 acres have been disponed ef in the 
following manner: 3,977,619.80 seres have been 
sold for OJah, yielding $2,021,125 97; 3,379,010 
acres have been absorbed by the location of 
bounty land warrants; 3,037,770.92 acres improved 
to States under the swamp grants; and 8,066,823 
acres under the railroad ffBSBts. The number of 
military bounty land warrants outstanding on the 
30th of September last was 71,168, and thev will 
reqniro 8 196.&80 seres of t he public domain to 
satisfy them. Secretary- Thompson say?: 

Experience has demonstrated the whelom and 
propriety of tho recommendations contained in 
my last annual report; First, that, in a Fpirit of 
HpatlHty to all settlers upon unoflVred hind.-, two 
years should bo allowed, from the date of settle- 
ment, within which to make proof and payment; 
and, oecontl, • ;, ,• ;r should be made incumbent 
upon the Executive to offer at public sale, by 
proclamation, within two years after survey, all 
the lands that have not been claimed by settlers. 

The income from the public lands during four 
years past ha* not been so ^reat as was expected. 
The commercial revulsion of 18j7, followed as it 
was by short crop in most of the new States and 
Territories checked emigration, and also Ihe in- 
clination of capitalists to make further invest- 
ments. But this is not the sole cause of the re- 
duction in this revenue. The man-.er of dispo- 
sing of the public lands has been made a topic of 
political discussion; and, whilst toon emigrant 
families have made settlements and delayed giv- 
ing the proper notice, or making auv payments, 
in ihe expectation of a donation, other persons, 
who are contemplating emigration, have deferred 
their removal from their old hemes and the pur- 
chase of lands for settlement, awairin^ some defi- 
nite legi-lation upon the subject. Should the dis- 
cussion of alterations in our laod system cease, it 
is believed that the revenue derived from sale:* 
would speedily rise to a reasonable B^rerag*, es* 
pecially if the quantity of unlocatcd land war- 
rants outstanding ahnuld continue to diminish 
from year to year as for three years past. 

A controversy was pending in this department 
for man v year*, in relation to 1 he title to the lands 
at the (lot Spring j n the State of Arkansas. 
The act of Congress of the 20ih of April, 1832, 
ontitled, "An act authorizing tho Governor of the 
Territory of Arkansas to lease the Salt Springs, 
in said Territory, and for other purposes." prc- 
™5 Motion B, "that the hot Ntfuga in ™i I 
rerritory, tn Ke ther with four sections of land, in- 
eluding said springs, as near the center thereof as 
may be, shall be reserved ft.r the fu'uredt n<«»l 
of <_ oneress. and shall not be entered, located or 
appropriated for any other pur|ime whatever. ' 

Several claims to a portion of the land w re- 
served were af;erwaris presented to the officers 
of the hnd department, on behalf of ladividnals 
which, however, .ifter careful examination, were 
all rejected by a decision of Secretary Stnarl 
made OctOborlO, 1851, that the land 'had been 
reserved by tho set of Confess alrave qnntM, 
aud the title thereto routined iu tho Uniti I 
Statos, subject to surh legislation as Congress 
mWht specially provide. Notwithstanding°this 
decision, he allowed a special entry of the quarter 
section including tho springs to he made, for a 
bmcUI purpose, in December, 1851. The claims 
0? all contestants for tho quartor sedion were 
submitted to the late Attorney General In 1864, 
who was of tho opinion that the act of Congress 
hud reserved the land and forbidden its sale or 
location; and in this opinion my predece sor seems 
to have wncdrred. In April fa«t, the ipnlkiti -n 
of the parties who were allowed the entry of De- 
cember 19, 1851, for a patent thereon, was sub- 
mitted to me, and, after a deliberate review of 
the case, I decided that tho entry was illegal, ar.d 
directed that it bo cancelled. 

I know of no roason why the title to the lands 
at the lint Springs should" be reserve*! in perpe- 
tuity, and therefore recommend that the disposal 
of the four sections reserved be provided for by 
appropriate legislation. 

by an act of Congress, approved August 8tb, 



Des Moines river, from its mouth to the Iiac 
coon Fork. This grant, for more than two years, 
was regarded on all bands as confined to the line 
of tho improvement, and limited to the lands 
along the river and Mow the Raccoon Fork; and 
this view of tho matter has been maintained bv 
the Department of the Interior and by the General 
Land Office. The quantity of land thus admitted 
to be within the grant was found to be 322.392 
acres, and was long sinco listed and approved to 
the State. , . 

Secretary Stuart, however, caused some of the 
lands along the river and above the Uaccoon Fork- 
to be listed and certified as part of the grant nnd 
a list was also approved by Secretary McLellawl. 
before hi* attention was called to the questions of 
law involved in a claim which had been presented 
on behalf of the State in 1819, that the grant ex- 
tended to the headwaters of the Des Moires river. 

The right of the State under the grant of the 
8th of August, 1H6, to anv lands lying above the 
Raoooon Fork was directly involved in a cause 
wheh was determined bv the Supreme ^o""" 1 
United States at the December term, A. U. 
1869, and that tribunal therein decided that the 
grant did not embrace any such lambs and t hat 
the lifts and certificates which had been i^ued 
from tbifl department conveyed no Ijtle to the 
Stato. ■Ihcquantirvoflandembrscedin thelists 
of this kind is 271.573 sere*, and with the excep- 
tion of some 00,000 or 70,000 acres, the same 
tracts have also been claimed by tho Statu Of 
Iowa for the n o of railroad companies undertho 
act of Congress approved May ft, 185C, as parts 
of tho grants thereby made, to aid in the con- 
struction of certaii railroads. Having reeom- 
mended to the Committee of Public Lands of the 
Senate in Juno last, a relinquishment to the State 
of all title remaining in tho United States to the 
271,572 acres or land erroneously listed and certi- 
fio ' under l ho Des Moines grant, I have directed 
a suspension of imtmdiate action under the rail- 
road grants so fir as the two conflict nig claims 
interfere. The 1 mds along Ihe upper portions of 
the Des Moines river, not embraced in any of the 
certified lists, which have been surveyed for four, 
ti :«>, and six years, but withheld from market on 
account of the claim of the State, have recently 
been proclaimed an 1 offered at public sale. 

When I came into office the jrrant to Wiscon- 
sin to aid the improvement of the navigation of 
the Vox and Wisconsin river was unsettled. My 
predecessor, a few weeks bofim that period, made 
a decision according to which the quantity of this 
grant, under all tho laws upon ihe subject, was 
ascertained to be 681,389 acres, Bef-re that ttm« 
the State had selected land", under the law of 
1854, largely i i excess of this quantity, and tho 
selections had been withhold from sale. In this 
state of facts. I directed the lists of selections to 
be taken up and approved in their order of pre- 
cedence, to such an extent as would complete the 
quantity of land* duo tho State, nnd the tract! 
eelected in excess to be restored to market. This 
was done, excepting some 15,000 acres of selec- 
tions which were suspended, in order to let in, as 
part of the grant, such odd numbered lots in the 
Stockbridgo township, 00 the east sido of Lake 
Winnebago, as night remain to the United 
States, free from any claim of individuals ui^der 
tho treaty of February, 1856, with the Stock- 
hridu'e and Munsco Indians. The lists of such 
lots havo l>een recently prepared, and with a 
supplemental list of selections, approved, thus 
fullv closing up tho business. 

Tho pr ioress of the public surveys in the Terri- 
tory of Washington has been interrupted on ac- 
count of the existence of certain land claims under 
the treaty of June 15, 1810, with Groat Britain. 
On the expiration of tho charter of the Hudson's 
Bay Company, in 1850, the possessory right of 
that company, under the third article of the 
treaty, terminated. Instructions were accord- 
ingly issued to the Surveyor-General, in Sept cm 
bar, 1850, to extend tho lines of the public sur- 
veys over the land* which had been occupied by 
its agents and employees, ami contracts have 
since been node for subdividing, in tho usual 
manner, a considerable portion of those lands. 

It is clearly the duty of this Government to 
confirm to the Pugel's Sound Agricultural Com- 
pany all such "farms" and "lands" as belonged 
to said company at the date of the treaty. 

Two tract? — ono at Nisoually, containing, bj 
estimate, 167,1(00 >icres, and another at Cowlitz 
cont^iinin^ al*out 3,6(10 acres — have been claimed 
under tho fourth article of the same treaty, fur 
the I'uget's Sound Agricultural Company. 

It is due to the people of Washington Territory 
that some decisive action should be taken. I am 
not advised that any portion of the tracts claimed 
areof any public or political importance to the 
United States, and I recommend that (he survey- 
or general of Washington Territory, under tlu 
supervision of this department, l»e authorized by 
special enactment, to decide upon the validity of 
the claims of the Pogtt'l Sound Agricultural 
Coinpanv, and, if they are entitled to confirm* 
tion, to determine the location and Umndaries of 
the "farms" and "lands" that belonged to the 
company, which should be requind within a ^i 
en period to pres e nt t's claims for liual action. 

The review of Indian affairs i unimportant. 
The rep irt recommends that the supervision n 
the Indian tmreau iniuht he re-transferred to the 
War Department with ^reat propriety and ad- 
vantage. If all tho officers of the government, 
v ho were brought in contact with the Indians, 
and were entrusted with their business, were 
under tho immediate ord>»r and control of one d< 
partmen', they would neccssar Iv feel a mo 
direct responsibility, which would certainly secure 
greater efficiency. 

The whole number of penM-mers of all classe) 
now remuining on the rolls is 11,281, and the sum 
required to pay their DOOafOBI is $1,001,018 05. 
Daring the pan year the amount thus expended 
was $1,103,502 03. 

The Secretary renews the recommendation of 
previous reports in regard to the anomaly of al- 
lowing appeals from the Commissioner of Paten s 
to one of toe three District Judges. In addition 
to the reasons urged in my first annual report for 
an alteration of the law iu this par'icular. it is to 
be observed that, as each Judge ac;s separately 
upon tho appffll tcken. it becomes very difficult, 
if not, impos- ible, to maintain uniformity and 
certainty in the execution of tho patent laws, 

The income of the offiot, for the three-quarters 
ending Sept- tntwr 80, 1800. was >1!I7,G48 -10, and 
Its expenditure ftlS9.67i 23, showing a surplus 
of $7 V 076 17. 

During this period, five thousand six hundred 
nnd thirty- eight applications for patents have 
Iteen received, and eight hundred and fcrtv-ona 
caveats filed. Three thousand six hundred and 
twelve npp'tcatiotis have l»cen rejected, and three 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-six patents 
issued, including re- issues, additional improve- 
ments, and designs. In addition to this, there 
have bctn forty-nine appbeatiens for extensions, 
and twenty-eight pitents havo been extended for 
a period of seven years from the expiration of 
their first ter.c 

The census returns have been placed in the 
hands of an able and efficient corps of clerk-*, and 
I have the assurance of the superintendent of 
this service that, with his present force, he will 
enable me, during the approaching ses ion of Con- 
gress, to present an exhibit of the aggregate 
population, manufactures, and agricultural pro- 
ductions, and to make tho apportionment of Bep- 
nsentatives, in accordaiico with the twe ify-lifth 
section of the law approved May 23, 1850. 

Sullieient informal!. >n, however, has been ob- 
tained to justify tho ooneloslflQ that our population 
has kept pico with its ordinary natural progress, 
and that the ir.cres.'o in the productions of agri- 
cuhure, manufactures, and mines, will show an 
accelerated advance in material prosperity. 

For the completion of the eighth census, the 
sum of 6437,000, as a de fi cienc y , will l>e required 
for the current fiscal year, and a further appropri- 
ation of £190,000, for the fiscal year ending June 
30. 1862. which, wi:h ihe appropriation hereto- 
fore made for this service, will Duke the entire 
cost of ihe present enumeration about $1,G12,';00, 
of which sum ab .ut $1,303,000 will be pnd for 
the marshals and their BsvbfeontS, in accordance 
wi:h the rates established by the law of 1850, for 
their services in this connection. 

The sum demandcJ for the execution of the 
eighth census exceeds the cost of tho seventh in 
the sum of £.'45,000 — an excess rendered necessa- 
ry by the increase (.four population and itsdirfu- 
smn over 'ho v^t pi. tins of tho interior. 

Dorinc the last spring, three slavers, having 
on board 1,132 Africans, were captured and 
brought into I ho port of Kev West. These Afri- 
cans wore delivered lo the United State.i Ri ir*h:il 
61 the Southern District of Florida, who furnished 
them wi'h suitable n:pplies > ai d provided them 
oftfiifor tabs* quarter* f r •h.-ir i ccupancy. With 
the le ist possible deljy contracts were entered 
into with the American Cohmizalinn 8ocfoty for 
the transportation of these i:egroes to Liberia* and 
f..r their support for ore year from the date of 
their beinr landed on tho OOUt of Africa. Ihe 
kb id society contracted to furnish ve-sels of the 
l>est elosa, to be fitted, equipped, and provisioned 
in aceoid toCe tVUh tho requirements of th« act of 
OoogvOsa, entitled, "An act to regulate the car- 
riage of passengers in ateam^hipa »nd other ves- 
sels,'* approved M irth 3, lft,Vi. (lood clothing, 
food, Daedfcfnee, and medical attendance were to 
ha provided for Mid Africans on the voyage. The 
rontract fir their transportation was performed 
with BdeWr, Approved re sela, which had been 
examined by an officer e>f the navy, at Hie in- 
stance of tbi-' detriment, well pro vis ion eel, and 
with umple room, were provided and the result is 
as followr: 1, 182 wm the number received bv tie 
Marshal ;.t Key West; while under hi* char.'o, 
2iM died, j-.rd the survivors, numbering 1,138, 
were delivered to the agents of the Colonization 
Society. On the voyage 244 died, and only ft03 
were landed ou tha coast of Africa. This de- 
partment is without definite informr.tion as to the 
fit a of ihe survivors since their arrival in Liberia, 
The ex per ses incurred by the Marshal in keep- 
ing these Africans for about s x weeks, including 
f">. 108 00 for medicines i»nd medicil attendince 
was 527,650 '.*2. The cost of transportation, ex- 
clusive of tha salaries of the . ..■ \ -- of the Gov- 
ernment to superintend the fulfillment of the 
con t net, amounted to $.iG,900. Tho cost of sup- 
porting ai d providing them with clothing for one 
year will amount to $F9,30A, in the event that no 
fttrth r mortality shall occur anions (hem. 

Other insti: nees of seizures of slavers with their 
cargoes, are detailed, with all of which the reader 
is familiar. 

Our system for tho restoration of these African* 
is prcducrive of unmitigated cruelty to these un- 
fortunate beiiqr ; but owinjr tei the prejudice ar.d 
distrust of our people, it N difficult to 11 HgfOl a 
change which would be acceptable to all. Any 
change, however, would bean improvement upon 
the present inhuman and OOOtrj system. 

The marshals into whose hands these Africans 
have been delivered lm-e porfortned a mo*t ardu- 
om end disagreeable duty, with ^reat efficiency 
and fidelity, but the Iiw allows them no compen- 
sation whatever for their services This is unjust, 
and I hope, that Congress will not hesitate to 
remedy ibis defect in the law, nnd will authorize 
this department to ni ikft such payments as may 
be ctmi in ensu rate with tho services rendered. 

To provide a reasonable slloVance therefor, 
and to meet the necessary expanses srisfoe from 
the prosecution of persons chsrBOd with violating 
the laws for the suppre-rion of tho African slave 
trade, and also to enable the government to pav 
tio amount now due en account of the hountv 
pro * Ifcd for by t!w act of March 3, 1819— being 
625 for each negro, mulatto, e.r person of color, 
delivered to the United .States Marshal, or the 
agent appointed to receive recaptured Africans — 
an appropriation of $75,000 will bo required at 
tho present session e-f Congress. 

The commission fir surveying the bourd.irv 
lines between the Territories of the United States 
nnd Texas have completed the fn-d-woik, and 
tho commissioner is now engaged upon and will 
soon complete the office work.

Gi:eat TELEGRAPHIC Feat. — The Cincinnati 
Ga/ette says the greatest feat in telegraphing, of 
which it has any knowledge, was accoinpli>bed on 
Tue.*day, in the transmission of the Presidents 
Message to that city. Two wires were Uftd, one 
a through and the other a way wire. Of the 
eight columns and a half which the Message 
made in the Washington Constitution, five and a 
half columns were passed over (he through wire, 
trttfiuut a 6)vui, in sir huurs. This was sent bv 
J. H. Bjnneil (aged seventeen year>), of the 
Pittsburg office, and received by L C. Wire, of 
the Cincinnati olfice. The first column was trans- 
mitted in fifty fn-€ minutes, and the second column 
in forty tiyht minutes. One column contains as 
follows: 

Lineo 176 

Words 1,584 

Letters 12,672 

It requires an average of three stn kes of the 
key to a letter. There were therefore 37,986 
strokes in 48 minutes, or 790 06 100 stitke? to the 
minute. Mr. Wire, tho receiving operator, took 
the message by sound, and, using a manifold 
wri£er, made live crpies from the instrument. In 
seven hours from the time it was made public in 
Washington, tho whole drcument was in tjipc in 
the Gazette oftico. The expeditious manner in 
which this business was performed, ard the r.c- 
curacv with which the niei?nge was transmitted, 
the feat being without a parallel in the history 
of telegraphing, place the Union Company in tho 
front rank of the Ttlcgraph Companies of the 
world. 

To sh >w the perfection to which this wonderful 
svstem has been brought, and the improvements 
that have bceu made within a few years the Gazjtte 
mentions the fact th it in 184 j forty-tight hours 
were consumed in telegraphing tho Message of

Washington, Dec. 3. 
The second session of the thirty-sixth Coagress 
assembled to-day under circumstances unprece- 
dented in the history* of tho country. The at- 
tendance ppofl the floors and in the galleries of 
tho two Houses was unusually largo* In the 
Senate the seats of the South Camliiu, Goorgfa 
and l/OUMan* Senators were vacant, but in tho 
House nearly all tho members from tho Southern 
States answered to tlu-ir uames. The interest 
manifested in the opening of the so^ionwas 
tense. The levity and confusion u?ual upen such 
occasions was altogether suppre^ed and an un- 
wonted gravity and decorum pervaded Congress. 
An impression of solemnity seemed to have set 
tied upon aV, and au indefinable apprehension 
that this might be the last session of a Congress 
of these United States everywhere prevailed. 

The members have come hither with gloom on 
their countenances and shadows of coining events 
darkening thejr souU. The wisest and the most 
experienced are unable to predict the result. It 
is understood that the South Carolina merol»ers 
are determined to recede at all hazards. They 
only wait hoping to induce Georgia and Alabama 
aud Mississippi to go with them. They will 
thus have secured for their new Sout&OTO Con- 
federacy ports upon the Atlantic ai d the Gulf. 
New Ku^land end the Northwest are qvUtatad 
unobtrusive. With tbc excLp i m of South Caro- 
lina the Kepre3entalives and Senator* from all 
the Slates express smocre hopes that MtM mean> 
may yet be found to prevent Dfeaafanattd rootdfO 
harmony. In th N enier/cncy the little band of 
Union party men have become the last hope of 
the country, and they will prove themselves 
worthy of the task. They are for the Union and 
the Constitution and the rights of tho State** in 
the one and under the other. They have not 
been idle or iuae'ive spectators. They are pre 
pared 10 bring forwaid a plan of settlement, the 
first ftep of which wiU to taken on Tuesday upon 
tho presentation of the President's message. 
When the ordinary motion is made to refer tho 
message to the Committee of the Whole on the 
State of the Union, an amendment will 
l>e moved probably by Mr. Bolder, of Virginia, ii 
the House, and either by your own noble CriUcn 
den or by Hunter, of Virginia, in tho Senate, to 
refer that portion of the message rt It ting to ex- 
isting troubles to n committee of one from each 
State, with leave to report at any time. It was 
at first deemed expedient that this proj>o-ition 
should be presented by a Northern Democrat, and 
John Cochrane, of New York, was request ei 
to do so. The prop«?ition origtnaicd with Horace 
Maynard, of Tennessee, and Mr. Bofeler, of Vir- 
ginia, was pointed out as the proper pcr.-on to 
bring it forward. After consultation, however, it 
i- thought that the posit i >n of Mr. Botclcr, as a 
Virginian, and the Representative of the Harper's 
Ferry District and Chiirman of tho Union Party 
Executive Committee, rendes it peculiarly fit 
that he should move the amendment. 

This proposition is favored by leading Demo- 
crats and Bepublicaus. It will be supported by 
the Union part}- men without exception, and will 
probably find no opposition except among the 
rabbi secessionists of the South and the indical 
abolitionists of New Kngland and the Northwest. 
If Mr. Speaker Pennington If discreet in the se- 
lection of only the wisest and best men in the 
House to constitute this committee, much gnid 
may be expected from it. Tho promptness with 
which the movement is made, the unanimity of 
its adoption by Congress, and tho wi-dom and pa- 
triotism of the men who will probably be chosen 
to act in the premises will unquestionably revive 
the hopes of the nation and arrest the rapid strides 
of the disunion spirit whic h unhappily prevails. 

The perils of a dissolution of the Union are too 
terrible to be rashly encountered so long as there 
is any hope of avoiding them without a sacrifice 
of right or lienor. Our couuBrmeu will be in- 
duced to pause and await the conclusions of the 
committee of thirty-three in each) branch of Con- 
gress, hoping that something may thus be pro- 
posed which will adjust nil pending difiiculties 
and restore harmony and preservo tho integrity 
of the Union. Nothing good can be expveud 
from the President and hU Cabinet. They are 
divided among themselves. 

The proposed committee of Congress is the best, 
the most practicable, the moat promising, and 
perhaps the last resort of the fi iends of the Union. 
Jf such committees cm bring forward no pn p •-i- 
tion of adjustment that will bo efficacious, them 
is little hope indeed that any other mean* of pro- 
venting a dismemberment of our cheri.-hed Onion 
can be found. 

The rumor of the resignation of Mr. Cobb is al- 
together premature. He will not leave the Treas- 
ury just yet. There h not much in it to leave. 
Piles of unpaid requi-itionsarc upon tile, and even 
tho members of the House of Representatives 
have been put off on a ;»ro rata allowance of 
al»out half of what U due to them. L. A, W.

The 
Minister of war has lately, for the first time in the 
history of the country, published a document con- 
taining statistical and other details respecting his 
department. A few facts w i ; l bo Interesting. 
Before the war in the Crimea the effective of the 
Russisn army attained the eiioimotis lignre of 
J, 40,000 men, and during that war it was almoil 
doubled! It has since been much reduced, but in 
I808 it was nearly 1,000,000, which was at the 
rate of one soldier for every 62 of the population. 
A further reduction has stucc been nude, and the 
effective, including officert". is now H50.000. Va- 
rious measure 1 of reform have also of late ye«rs 
been adopted in the army: the abolition of milita- 
ry colonies, the enfranchisement fn in military 
service of S7S,d00 sons of f old i era who previously 
were liable to service, an lojOfeafl in pay, tho 
grant of pensions, the establishment of schools for 
soldiers, &»*. The document shows, too, that, 
in a purely BftQUary point of view, the army has 
'»een greatly improved by the introduction of 
rifled cannon aud muakota, Ibu establishment of 
musketry schools, &c. I-aslly, it mukes known s 
fact of great importance— namely, that no l, vy of 
men is to take place for three years tc ct-me. Af-
